The Disciple Ananias restoring the Sight and bap¬ 
tising St. Paul; this finished study, for the great 
picture of the Capuchins at Rome, offers one of the 
most admirable compositions of that great painter— 
engraved - - ■— 

Death of St. Joseph ; the torch-light scenery affords 
great effect to the chiaroscuro, and the whole is a 
very capital performance of the follower of Coreggio 
Portrait of Ugo Boncompagni, Pope Gregory Xill. 
the author of the Gregorian Calendar ; this is one 
of the very best works of the founder of the great 
School of Bologna, and, according to the judgment 
of Guido Reni, the rival of Titian in Portrait paint¬ 
ing.—Vide Lanzi, Storia Pittorica dell’Italia 
Twilight, with Figures and Cattle ; an undoubted and 

very pleasing picture of the master—engraved_ 

The Martyrdom of St. Peter-; one of the most valu¬ 
able performances of this artist, in his best style 
and colouring 

A beautiful Landscape, a View of the Banks of the 
Meuse; in the fore-ground is a stony soil, with 
thorny plants and figures: the Rape of Europa has 
been introduced in- the picture, probably by an Ita¬ 
lian master 

The Martyrdom of St. Andrew: the companion of 
Lot 69, and its equal in merit 
Portrait of Aretino; a very scarce and valuable per¬ 
formance of that great master 
A Sea View, with some Dutch Ships in a strong 
Breeze ; painted with his usual science and free 
pencilling—a true imitation of nature 




The Death of Sisera; a grand and noble gallery pic¬ 
ture, in his best colouring; the figure of Sisera, in 
. particular, is exceedingly fine 
A Crucifixion—Mary, John, and Mary Magdalen, 


stand at the foot of the Cross ; a sweet and very 
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beautiful production

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A splendid Portrait of a beautiful Princess, the In¬ 
fanta of Spain, the intended bride of King Charles I. 
when Prince of Wales; painted by this great mas¬ 
ter at Madrid 

Rinaldo and Armida; this charming subject, from 
La Gerusalemme Liberata , has been treated with 
all the gracefulness and poetical beauty that could 
be expected from a master of such distinguished 
reputation in the Bolognese School, and a pupil of 
Albano 

The Descent from the Cross ; a composition of nine 
principal figures. This picture, extremely valuable 
for the history of the art, is in the manner of 
Perugino , under whose instruction Raphael, at the 
age of nineteen years, still was. The figure which 
terminates the picture on the right of the spectator, 
is a portrait of Raphael himself.—This early per¬ 
formance of the Prince of Painters originally be¬ 
longed to the house of Villa Marina, Counts of 

Salerno, for whom it was painted.— Itbears the date 
of 1503.

This beautiful picture is considered one of 
the mo9t interesting Dutch performances, be¬ 
cause it combines with all the qualifications which 
render that school so valuable ; a knowledge of the 
manners and an historical fidelity seldom to be 
found in it. The works of this admirable artist are 
few ; this is one of the most capital ever painted 
by him. 

A Spanish Boy sleeping; an admired and invaluable 
production of this painter of nature. 

The Family of Rembrandt. One of the most capital: , 
and valuable performances ever executed by hia 
magical pencil, and in his first and most accurate 
manner. The subject is Semiramis at her Toilet, 
hearing of the Revolt of Babylon, and expressing 
her determination to reduce them to obedience. 
The painter has introduced in this composition the 
Portraits of his Wife, in front and in profile ; that 
of his Mother and his own, all/well known by his- 
etchings,
